(i)  General,  /jmedvoor  Schcano.  The  final  report  on  this  Scheme,  v/hich  is  a 
modification  of  that  suggested  in  the  Comr/all  Water  Survey,  '.ms  approved  by 
the  Council  in  June, 


Hov.-evor,  legal  difficulties  regarding  KLparian  rights  cjid  differences 
v.dth  the  West  Pcnvdth  Rural  District  Council  continued  to  dela3?‘  the  Scheme 
v/hich  u'as  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  ingust.

In  addition,  it  had  to  receive  the  blessing  of  the  County  Council. 
Unfortunately  this  nas  not  forthcoming  until  1951  vdth  the  hastening  of 
the  speed  in  the  rc-armcanent  progremme  it  is,  or  ought  to  bo,  obvious  that 
delay  of  even  a  vook  in  approved  may  moan  months  as  fe.r  as  the  completion 
of  the  Schono  is  concerned, 

(ii)  Hrdsotovm.  It  follov;s  that  the  unfortunate  vdllago  of  Halseto'.vn  is  still 
'vdthout  either  rn  adequate  or  a  proper  supply'’  and  the  Council  should  decide 
that  if  the  Amrdvoor  Scheme  docs  not  fructify  a  proper  supply  by  high  level  trnlc 
and  pimping  should  be  provided  from  existing  sources.  It  should  bo  romomberod 
that  tills  hamlet  has  boon  o.  pc.rt  of  the  Borough  since  1934  and  it  can  hardly  bo 
srdd  therefore  that  there  has  boon  unnecessary  ha.sto  in  giving  it  even  a  reason¬ 
able  supply''. 

(iii)  As  it  i/as  a  ViTct  summer  the  use  of  the  pumps  at  Trenivith  v/as  not  so  ex¬ 
tensive  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  Council  should,  hov/ever,  face  up  to  the 
necessity  for  the  duplicating  of  the  pumps  so  that  i/c  have  an  adequate  standby 
if  vro  have  to  resort  to  pumping  for  any  prolonged  period  as  it  should  bo  obvious 
that  rcplacments  arc  going  to  be  extraordinarily  difficult  to  get. 

(iv)  Water  Development.  In  connection  vdth  the  imalveor  and  Trenivith  proposal.s 

a  very  extensive  and  able  demonstration  '..'as  given  to  the  Council  bj;  the  Borough 
Nhgineer,  llif ortunately ,  it  v;as  necessary  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

to  point  out  (and  to  ask  for  his  advice  to  be  recorded)  that  the  Trem/ith  Scheme 
v.ith  its  possible  extension  to  includo  v/ater  from  the  depths  of  the  Consols 
setts  v/as  rav/  v/ater  and  ho  therefore  must  advise  that  it  should  not  be  put  into 
supply  vdthout  treatment ,  The  Council  have  not  accepted  this  advice, 

(v)  Chy- an-G'./eal. .  A  point  of  importance  arose  during  the  yes.r  in  connection 

vdth  thds  supply  and  demonstrates  the  undesirability  of  dealing  rath  small 
supplies  if  there  arc  larger  sources  available.  A  compliant  ivas  received 
regarding  the  condition  and  taste  of  i/ator  from  a  cortadn  house  and  after 
careful  elimination  of  irrolovrjit  dctcdls  a  sample  v/as  taken  for  plumbo- 
solvoncjr.  This  proved  that  the  v/ater  v/as  definitely  plumb o- solvent  and  the  ■ 
supply  v/as  discontinued.  This  supply  is  only  used  in  drought  or  near-drought 
periods  but  since  it  is  a  gravity  floi;  eliminates  the  pumping  that  might  othor- 
vdso  bo  ncccssarj/.  The  point  is  that  economy  is  not  alv/ays  associs.tod  vdth  a 

satisfr.ctory  supplj'’, 

2.  eB.7ERAGE. 


(a)  Carbis  Bay.  The  most  important  development  v7C.s  the  obtedning  of  approva.1 
to  the  Carbis  Bay  Sci/orago  Scheme,  Briefly,  this  involves  draining  to  a.  sump 
near  the  Ecc.ch  and  then  lifting  this  by  a  rising  main  to  the  trunk  sov/cr  running 
edong  the  rrdlv/aj^,  Tlds  is  being  done  by  a  Hydrautomat  pump  and  the  use  of 
this  tj'-po  involved  obtaining  certain  v/o.tcr  rights.  This  is  nearly  always  a 
long  process  but  the  oiaiors  v/orc  co-operative  and  matters  proceeded  smoothly, 
Unfortuni.tely  some  delay  occurred  in  approvals  rnd  equipment  and  it  v/as  not 
possible  to  start  digging  the  sump  until  tho  worst  vdntor  -./oather  \dth  the 
result  that  some  dolaj'-  in  the  commencement  of  operations  has  occurred. 
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(b  )  Lei  ant .  /J.though  the  Council  is  committed  to  considerable  capital 

expenditure  in  the  prevision  of  adequate  public  conveniences  it  must  give 
earnest  and  early  consideration  to  the  proper  severing’  of  Lelant.  This  is 
partly  bound  up  vdth  the  future  use  of  the  Saltings  and  of  the  culverting  of 
the  stream  near  the  Chapel  and  also  of  providing  a  proper  outfall  vhich  might 
mean  taking  the  sever  belov?  lov-vater  mark  -  a  costly  proceeding.  However, 
it  has  to  be  faced,  as  Lelant  is  a  village  of  undoubted  boautjr  and  if  permitted 
could  be  developed,  but  in  any  case  deserves  modern  sev/erage  arrangements, 

(c)  Although  not  entirely  a  public  heodth  matter  the  menace  of  the  sand  at 
Porthmoor  beach  must  bo  mentioned  as  its  drifting  blocks  gullies  in  tho  Digey 
and  nearby  areas  and  eventually  must  interfere  with  the  proper  functioning  of 
the  se’;7ers,  so  "•bile  it  piles  high  even  up  above  the  eaves  of  some  of  the 
studios,  the  Council  cannot  entirely  act  the  part  of  Gallio,  The  replacement 
of  a  sever  there  would  be  a  very  costly  procedure. 

3.  H0U3BTG. 

Although  the  pace  of  house  construction  slowed  down  through  no  fault  of 
the  Council,  20  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  5  by  Priva.te  Thterprise. 

Unfortunately  at  the  Penbeaglc  Estate,  in  one  section  arrangements  v/ere 
made  for  steps  to  bo  mo.de  up  to  a  path  by  the  houses.  These  stops  •jcre  not 
constructed  \ddc  enough  to  permit  a  prajn  to  bo  taken  up  ojid  as  this  -;rc.s  tho 
only  reasonable  access  an  alteration  had  to  be  made.  It  must,  hcjcvor,  bo 
anticipated  tho.t  prcmis  may  sometimes  be  required  and  paths  should  bo  made  to 
suit  them. 

Some  of  the  construction  for  roads  and  sev/ers  involved  quite  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  blasting  through  very  hard  rock  ojad  consequently  has  been  a 
very  costly  procedure.  The  Iruad  itself  on  the  other  ha.nd  was  bought  cheaply. 

Housing:  of  Old  People,  This  is  a  matter  of  such  importance  as  to  merit  pro¬ 
longed  and  careful  consideration.  The  Royal  Commission  did  not,  unfortunatoljr^ 
give  the  matter  of  tho  ageing  population  all  tho  attention  it  warranted,  but 
owing  to  the  migration  into  tho  Borough  of  persons  retired  from  other  areas 
less  fortuna.to  perhaps  in  clims.to  it  is  of  vital  importance  hero, 

Tho  position  can  be  stated  quite  sii:iply.  By  197^  bhe  basis  of  present 

trends,  more  than  I7  por  cent  of  tho  population  of  the  Borough  wall  bo  aged  65 
or  over. 

Special  points  have  to  be  considered  when  building  houses  for  old  persons  - 
ease  of  V7orking,  sites  on  the  flat,  or  the  lessening  of  stairs,  provision 
of  accommodation  for  aged  couples,  and  also  for  single  persons  who  maj?"  need  a 
little  looking  after  but  are  not  infirm.  All  these  points  mean  careful 
planning  at  every  stage  before  one  single  block  is  laid  and  putting  off  the 
evil  day  merely  makes  the  position  more  acute  r;hen  eventually  it  is  faced. 

4.  BTFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  full  details  of  notifications  appear  in  the  Appendix  but  it  is 
necessary  to  state  here  that  tho  population  in  the  Borough  more  or  less  asked 
for  diphtheria  and  eventually  got  it.  In  the  past  repeated  v/arnings  have  been 
given  in  Annual  and  aJ.so  in  Committee  reports  of  the  poor  response  to  diphtheria 
immunisation  in  tho  Borough  and  retribution  overtook  us.  Several  cases  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  one  of  the  schools  a.nd  one  child  died.  Ho  had  not  been 
imunisod.  In  addition  three  cases  of  post  diphtheritic  paralysis  occurred 
w'hich  wore  diagnosed  several  weeks  later.  As  s,  result  of  this  scare  a  largo 
number  of  cliildron  wc^s  immunised  or  ro-iramunisod. 

Poliomyeliti s .  Tv/o  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred,  neither  of  which  appeared 
to  be  related  to  the  other  in  any  It  is  this  difficulty  in  tracing  the 

occasional  case  wliich  malces  this  disease  so  baffling  as  far  as  prevention  is 
concerned. 

Hea sles.  Attention  must  also  be  dravai  to  the  very  largo  nvutibor  of  cases  of 

measles.  These  fig’ures  are  only  of  the  cases  actually  notified  and  it  has 

alv/ays  been  the  case  that  in  addition  there  is  a  very  large  number  to  which 
no  Doctor  is  called  as  it  is  tho  general  impression  that  measles  is  a  mild 
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childish  rilmcnt,  Tho. public  should  be  \/arncd  that  this  is  not  the  case  end 
it  may  havo  serious  conacquciicos  in  young  children  because  of  complications 
involving  chest  diseases  or  ci'fecting  tho  child's  sight,  Tho  necessity, 
thoreforo,  of  calling  in  the  fonily  Doctor  cjid  seeling  his  advice  cjid  treatment 
is  in  no  way  lossoned, 

5.  PUBLIC  G0NV3TI51TCES. 

It  \ic.s  possible  to  do  somothing  to  extend  tho  provision  for  lo.dies  at  tho 
West  Pier  and  plans  were  prepared  for  a  full  extension  which  should  mean  that 
the  accommodation  there  is  at  last  reasonably  satisfactory.  However,  having 
regard  to  the  importance  of  St,  i3La's  \7ell  the  convenience  located  here  should 
be  moved  and  any  alterations  could  be  combined  with  renewal  of  the  ladies  con¬ 
venience  at  the  Meadow  where  oiTing  to  the  popularity  of  the  beach  additional 
accommodation  is  essential. 

At  the  Island  an  extension  of  existing  facilities  is  urgently  required 
having  regard  to  the  popularitj/  of  this  particular  area  for  camping  and  general 
pleasure. 

6*  GAJgPTG  SETBS, 

It  has  to  be  faced  that  the  demand  for  camping  sites  is  most  certainly  not 
likeljr  to  decrease  either  for  holidays  or  -  in  those  cases  where  a  permanent 
camp  is  permitted  -  as  a  substitute  for  houses  during  the  present  shortage. 
Consequently,  in  view  of  its  reputation  as  a  holiday  resort,  the  demand  for 
sites  in  the  Borough  is  not  likely  to  diminish.  At  present  there  are  four  sites 
of  which  that  on  the  Island  is  the  most  congested  and  it  was  felt  desirable  to 
limit  the  numbers  somewhat.  The  new  site  at  Ayr  should  be  of  material  assist¬ 
ance  in  this  respect  but  even  so  the  Council  must  realise  that  in  view  of  the 
steep  hills  v/hich  vill  have  to  be  negotiated  to  get  to  it,  there  Ti.ll  be  a  very 
strong  and  continuing  attraction  for  persons  to  occupy  the  Island  site  since 
it  is  so  close  to  two  excellent  baached.

It  is  impossible  for  inspectors  to  sec  tlmt  everyone  who  soils  pota.toos  and 
greens  as  ''well  as  other  articles  v;hich  could  contaminate  ico  cream  TTO.shcc 
their  hr.nds  before  serving,  a.nd  most  employers  do  tho  best  thoj?'  can  to  enforce 
it  but  tho  attitude  of  some  cmplo3''eos  is  "I  am  not  interested  in  hygiene". 

Host  of  tho  largo  ico  cream  ma.nuf acturers  wre.p  their  products  but  there  is  no 
provision  in  tho  Act  v/hich  stipulates  that  a.  licence  can  be  granted  for  tho 
sedo  of  v/ra.ppod  ico  crcaau  only  which  moa.ns  tha.t  once  a.  licence  is  granted  the 

propidetor  can  please  himself  \;hother  he  soils  varapped  or  loose  ice  cream,
